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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH. 





We have tried to perform the duties of our office pertaining 
to the public health interests as well as existing conditions 
would permit. During the year there have been fewer com- 
plaints than formerly in regard to leaving dead animals exposed’ 
where they would become offensive and detrimental to health, 
experience having taught parties that this offense is punishable. 

‘The sale, by its owner, of an old building used somewhat for 
a slaughter house and other purposes, improved local conditions 
and relieved residents of that vicinity of occasional annoyances. 
The building was torn down and the site much improved. By 
request, the board sent to the state laboratory a piece of sus- 
pected beef. The result of the analysis was that it contained no 
tuberculous’germs. In the early spring there was one case of 
typhoid fever. It could not he determined that this case was 
the result of bad local conditions. There were three cases of 
diphtheria in the village in January. The disease was confined 
to one household, two members taking the disease from the first 
sufferer. This shows the efficacy of quarantine and disinfection. 

By far the hardest problem that confronts us is the disposal 
of sewage in such a manner that the public health may receive. 
no detriment therefrom. This may not be very difficult where 
dwellings are isolated. The safest method here would seem to 
be to conduct the sink drainage a long distance and allow it to 
spill upon the surface of the ground where it would soak away,. 
where the natural drainage is away from the dwelling, well or 
spring used as a water supply. This outlet should be looked 
after often to prevent the accumulation of putrid matter. Some 
resort to cesspools as they conceal the filth, but these are al- 
most always neglected, the pores of the ground become filled 
and the refuse accumulates and putrefaction goes on away from 
light and air, disease germs are formed and poisonous gases es- 
cape, often back into the dwelling, and cases of diphtheria, ty- 
phoid fever and other ailments may result. The cesspool sys- 
tem is condemned on account of the dangers it creates. A thor- 
ough system of sewer drainage is now a necessity for the com-- 
pact portions of villages. The people have become enlightened) 
upon health conditions and it is a discredit to the enterprise of 
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a town to be afflicted by an epidemic of preventable diseases. 
Warner Village Fire District made an important beginning 
toward a sewer system last fall, constructing the outlet portion 
and about 2000 feet in the most compact part of Main street. 
The surface drainage system has also been extended and much 
improved and is proving very satisfactory. 

If the health officers should make an inspection, they would 
probably find unsanitary conditions about most premises. The 
occupants themselves may be aware of the bad conditions, but 
neglect to improve them.. Every one should remember that he 
who violates Nature’s laws suffers the penalty and the laws of 
sanitation are not excepted. One of the important results to be 
looked for from the work of boards of health is the educating of 
the public mind in advanced methods of sanitation and it re- 
quires much effort to keep up with the procession in matters 
pertaining to health conditions as well as in the great avenues 
of educational, professional and business methods of life. The 
methods of our grandfathers have been superseded by other 
methods resulting from their experience and the growth of 
knowledge and experience of the generations succeeding them. 
We must not accept conditions as they have been bequeathed to 
us and be satisfied with them and put forth no effort to improve 
them, if we do we will soon find ourselves outranked and out- 
classed by those who are alive to the ever advancing tendency 
of the age. We should feel that we had not done our whole 
duty if we did not again call attention to the danger of using for 
drinking purposes water that is contaminated by surface wash- 
ings and leachings from fertilized fields, stables, pigpens, vaults. 
and faulty house drainage, also by metallic poisons, principally 
lead. It has been determined at the Laboratory of Hygiene 
that a high per cent. of all the water of this state that runs 
through lead pipe contains lead in solution in sufficient quanti- 
ties to render it dangerous for drinking water. We venture to 
say that water so contaminated from any cause as to render it 
unfit and unsafe to be used by human beings is also unfit for 
animals. The school of instruction for health officers held in 
Concord by the State Board of Health last April resulted in dis- 
seminating much valuable knowledge among the local boards of 
the state. Our board was represented at this gathering.

TOWN SCHOOL REPORT. 





Perfect schools are seldom seen. Perfection is difficult of 
attainment, but we are ever striving for it. A first-class school 
is now and then found in the country ‘as well as in the city, 
Though it may not have the mechanical regularity and automa- 
tism of the latter, its pupils may have as keen minds, as good 
powers of assimilation and far more originality, all of which 
qualities go to the making of forceful men and women. 

Teachers sometimes say in making application that they 
“don’t want to go back there,” they ‘‘want a better school.”’ 
The teacher is responsible for the success or failure of the 
school. No school is unimportant, however small or remote. 
Our generals, presidents, and men of affairs are not all nurtured 
in the hot bed of city life but more often grow fresh and vigor- 
ous in our small country schools with their rugged surroundings. 

In order to have good schools we must have good teachers. 
To hire first-class teachers, graduates of normal and training 
schools, versed in the latest system of pedagogy, requires more 
money than is here at command. Then, too, we are expected to 
favor our high school graduates; give them achance to try their 
““prentice hand” till they can secure better-paying positions. 
This is expected of us, and yet we are complained of for hiring 
“inexperienced teachers.’’ Some of these fail and drop out, 
others succeed and go on to broader fields. 

Fifteen schools were maintained during the first two terms’ 
of this school year. This winter there being but three pupils at 
Joppa it was thought best to have no school there. Two of the 
pupils were conveyed to the village school, and arrangements 
were made to have the other pupil taught at home. The school 
in Howe district was discontinued at the end of the fourth 
week owing to illness of pupils who come in from Bradford, 
there being but one pupil resident in this district. The school 
on Burnt Hill was closed in its second week on account of illness 
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of the teacher and was not re-opened. The Grammar and Prim- 
ary schools were likewise closed when the term lacked three 
weeks of completion, owing to a case of diphtheria in the prim- 
ary room, it being deemed prudent not to assemble the children 
while there was possible danger of contagion, Just after the 
closing of the schools, as mentioned, Miss L. Helen Dunham, 
teacher in the grammar school, resigned, and went to a position 
in Massachusetts. 

As always, some of the schools were eminently satisfactory 
while others did not rise to the standard. 

There has been considerable annoyance, breaking up of 
classes, and loss to pupils on account of their repeated or con- 
tinual absence. The law requires a certain number of days at- 
tendance from children between the ages of eight and fourteen 
years, and in case a town has passed the ‘‘District By-Law,” the 
age is from six to sixteen years, with certain exceptions.as pro- 
vided in statutes, This law is for the protection of the children. 
The school age is soon past, and the active duties of life begun, 
and the least we can do for the children is to give them the best 
possible preparation for their duties. 

There being need of a new schoolhouse at Liberty Union, 
and a motion having passed at the last school meeting authoriz- 
ing the school board to build a house there, a suitable building 
has been erected, and a school has been maintained in that dis- 
trict during the year, Extensive repairs have been made on 
the schoolhouse at North Village; the floor and underpinning 
have been fixed, new seats have been put in and the inside of 
the house painted, The house at Lower Village has been pa- 
pered and provided with new seats. The Howe house has been 
furnished with new windows anda new floor, while minor re- 
pairs have been made. The inside of the house at Waterloo has 
been painted, the committee furnishing the paint, the teacher 
and friends doing the work. Neighbors and friends also pro- 
vided new curtains, a handsome hanging lamp, and a fine flag. 
Friends at North Village have also given that school a flag and 
staff. 

The truant officer’s report shows 179 pupils registered at the 
time of his official visit, but later this number was somewhat 
augmented, 

The resignation in July of Mr. Frank W. Johnson, for many 
years an active and valuable member of the school board, made 
it necessary for the remaining members to appoint to fill the 
vacancy. This was done by the appointing of Mr. E. C. Cole. 
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A series of teachers’ meetings have been held with mutual 
advantage of all concerned. 

The third year of the Children’s Branch Service of the Pills- 
bury Free Library shows that the movement is being more and 
more appreciated. As the cabinets are now left in the various 
districts during vacations even the children most remote from 
the library have constant opportunity for reading and improve- 
ment. 

The results accruing from the grading of the grammar 
school as a preparatory course for the high school, show the 
wisdom of this movement. It is a great advantage to those 
contemplating a course in the high school to first avail them- 
selves of this preparatory course in the grammar school. 

Candidates for the preparatory class must pass a satisfacto- 
ry examination in reading, spelling, writing, geography, gram- 
mar, including analysis and parsing, arithmetic, including com- 
mon and decimal fractions, compound numbers, percentage and 
simple interest.

It having been thought best to have this a four, rather than 
a three years course, such changes and additions will be made 
in the curriculum as will best fit pupils for admission to the high 
school. 

New outline maps for crayon work h've been placed in a 
number of the schools and are proving most instructive. 

The registers show that friends and parents have by their 
presence in the schoolroom on various occasions manifested 
their interest in school work. We are grateful for this interest 
and hope for a continuance of it. It is the duty of parents, and 
should be their pleasure, to know just how their children are 
situated in regard to their school affairs. A child’s mind is re- 
ceptive and impressionable and their environment during the 
school period has an influence which is never effaced. A pleas- 
ant and comfortable room furnished with suitable working ma- 
terials is certainly their due.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 





The High School year, just ended, has been, in many re- 
spects, a prosperous one. It was the second year under the 
management of Prof. F. S. Libbey. We have in him a man en- 
tirely devoted to his profession, and possessing in a marked de- 
gree the qualifications necessary for the position he holds. The 
school has, since he entered it, made steady advancement in 
many important lines. Not only does he labor untiringly for 
the school as a whole, but your superintendent has had many 
opportunities to know that every pupil, individually, has a share 
in his interest. We may well congratulate ourselves on having 
at the head of our school a man so efficient and devoted as he. 

A class of six graduated from the school last June. At the 
examination held before the opening of the fall term, one from 
the preparatory class in the grammar school presented herself, 
and passed creditably. This broke up the class, and, the much- ~ 
loved teacher of the grammar school having sent in her resigna- 
tion, a spirit of restlessness and discontent took possession of 
some of the other members, who wished to enter the High 
School. It was, therefore, thought best by Mr. Libbey and my- 
self, even though in some branches they did not reach the per 
cent. usually required for admission, to allow them to enter the 
High School for a term, their remaining there to be on condi- 
tion of their work being satisfactory. Several of these are do- 
ing well. Two have dropped out. 

Within two weeks of the close of the fall term Miss Annie 
-B. Carnes resigned her position as assistant, for a better one at 
Adams, Mass., giving notice of only a day. Miss Carnes’ re- 
moval from the school is much to be regretted, as her work has 
been much appreciated. The position thus made vacant was 
acceptably filled, during the remainder of the term, by Miss 
Zora Clough, one of our last June graduates. During the vaca- 
tion Miss Bertha F. Munster, of Waltham, Mass., was engaged 
for the remainder of the year. Miss Munster is a graduate of 
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Boston University and a teacher of some experience. She is 
fast filling the place held so long by Miss Carnes, in the esteem 
of her pupils. 

There have been, during the year, twenty-five pupils in at- 
tendance from other towns. These towns were Newbury, Brad- 
ford, Contoocook, Webster, Salisbury, Sunapee and Croydon, 
Without consulting statistics I believe this is one of the largest 
numbers of out-of-town pupils ever in attendance at our school, 
during one year. The increase is, of course, partly due to the 
present school law, under which tuition is paid by the re- 
spective towns, but it is also, in a large measure, due to the 
good reputation of our school. Once pupils enter here they re- 
main, and are bringing others with them. The income derived 
from this source is coming to be not inconsiderable. In at least 
one adjoining town a class is preparing to enter this school an- 
other year. 

Increasing interest in the schoo] among alumni and friends 
is manifested in many ways. It took substantial shape in an or- 
ganization formea at the Triennial in August, the members of 
which have pledged themselves to pay one dollar yearly for ten 
years, this amount to be used for the aid of the school in what- 
ever way the appointed trustees should see fit to use it. Prizes 
were given last June, by Mr. George M. Clough, for the best and 
second best work in arithmetic. They are again offered by him 
in the same branch, while Mr. George H. Sargent offers one in 
prose composition. These are proving a healthy stimulus and 
we welcome such interest in friends of the school. 

That the school may continue worthy of the pride felt in it 
by every loyal citizen of Warner is my own deep concern.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


One who sees from the inside the operation of a prosperous 
and progressive public library—and we may fairly claim that 
ours is both prosperous and progressive—cannot fail to be im- 
pressed with the fact that its good work is vastly beyond what 
ean be told in an annual report. The summary of facts and the 
statistics can but hint at the truth. But if the Librarian, and 
the Book Committee, and the Children’s Branch Service Com- 
mittee, and the Branch Station Committee, and the individual 
trustees, and ‘the Custodians of the Branch Stations, and the 
teachers who have charge of the Children’s Branch Service cab- 
inets during the terms, and the citizens who take charge of the 
eabinets during the vacations, could all relate here what has 
come to their knowledge, even during the past year, of the in- 
fluence of the Pillsbury Free Library, I am sure the people 
would realize, as few now do, the importance of this town insti- 
tution. 

The reading town is the intelligent town; and the intelligent 
town is the prosperous town—the good town to live in. It is 
‘therefore a great thing to build up a library, to gather together 
a noble collection of books. It is a greater thing to get these 
books read. Moved by this belief, the trustees have been work- 
ing for some years past to make the books more accessible to all 
the people—to make the library of the greatest service to the 
greatest number. 
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To this end, various changes and extensions have been made 
in the administration of the library. The ‘‘age limit’? was abol- 
ished, and the library opened to all children. The periodicals 
were put into home circulation. Bulletins of information were 
for a time published weekly, and are continued as occasion de- 
mands. The Children’s Branch Service was established, open- 
ing once a week what is practically a children’s library room in 
each of the fifteen district schools—and later this service was 
extended to the vacations. Branch Stations for adults, which 
are really branch libraries, have been opened at Melvin’s Mills 
and Davisville. 

The first full year’s report of the last-mentioned enterprise 
is now in, and it is gratifying to find that eighty-six citizens, 
most of whom were out of reach of the library, have been 
served during the year with ten hundred and eighty-six books 
and magazines. 

A glance back to 1896 (the year ending Feb. 15, 1897), when 
the trustees began the changes and extensions of the library 
work outlined above, and a comparison with 1902 (the year end - 
ing Feb. 15, 1903), is interesting in this connection. 

During 1896, the number of borrowers was 471. During 1902, 
the number of borrowers at the central library was 495, at the 
Branch Stations 86, and through the Children’s Branch Service 
about 170—a total of 751. j 

During 1896, the number of books loaned was 8,190, of mag- 
azines 131 (periodicals having been put in circulation a few 
weeks before the close of the year )—the total circulation of the 
library- being 8,321. During 1902, the number of books loaned at 
the central library was 8,113, of magazines 823, of both 8936; the 
number of books loaned at the Branch Stations was 820, of mag- 
azines 266, of both 1,086; the number of books loaned through 
the Children’s Branch Service was 1,283, of magazines 346, of 
both 1,629—the total circulation of the library and its branches 
being 11,651. 

Thus it appears that the efforts of the trustees to administer 
the library for the good of all the people have resulted in an in- 
crease of borrowers from 471 in 1896 to 751 in 1902, and an in- 
crease of circulation, from 8,321 in 1896 to 11,651 in 1902, 

These figures speak for themselves—but, as I have already 
remarked, the benefits of the library are much larger than the 
statistics can indicate. For instance, the figures given are the 
figures of home use only, while many books are consulted, and 
many periodicals read, at the reading-room, and hundreds of 
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books and magazines are read in the schools during the Friday 
book-hour, and otherwise used in connection with the school 
work. ‘ 

During the past year the Book Committee has given much 
time to the consideration of current publications, and a review 
of the purchases of the year will show that the tastes and prac- 
tical needs of the people, as well as the requirements of the li- 
brary, have been well met. 

An important work of the year has been the preparation by 
the Librarian of a new supplement to the library catalogue, 
covering the additions of the past four years—from January, 
1899, to February, 1903. This supplement, Supplement No. 3, is 
now ready for free distribution to the citizens of the town. 

In conformity with the vote of the town establishing the 
Pillsbury Free Library, the accompanying reports of the Libra- 
rian and the Treasurer are respectfully submitted.

The report for the year ending Feb. 15, 1903, is herewith 
submitted. 

Number of books in the library 8121; number of pamphlets, 
627. 180 books have been purchased; 70 (including public docu- 
ments) have been given, and 57 pamphlets. 495 persons have 
taken out books, 8113 have been charged, and 762 used in the 
library. 

The class of books read is in this order:—fiction, books for 
young people, biography, general literature and poetry, reli- 
gion, travel, science, history. Number of magazines loaned 
823, Books repaired by the librarian 375. Amount received 
from fines and transients, $8.93. Visitors from out-of-town 489.

It has been a year of prosperity and great usefulness. Per- 
haps it is needless to say that the Library has kept up the high 
reputation it has had from the first, of being the best selected 
of its size in the state; it receives commendation from all quar- 
ters. In the number of volumes it ranks the fourteenth. 

The ‘‘poster corner’? has been much admired, and has called 
attention to the new books, many depending more upon the 
‘‘pnosters’’ than on the bulletins or the catalogue. 

While there is of course a constant call for NEW novels, some 
of the patrons are going back to standard authors, such as Dick- 
ens, George Eliot, Mrs. Oliphant, Anthony Trollope, Mrs. Whit- 
ney, Miss Muloch, etc., expressing pleasure and relief in making” 
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or renewing acquaintance with these old stand-bys, after so 
many historical novels of the day, and so much that is sensa- 
tional. 

The favorite books of the young people are ‘‘college sto- 
ries.”’ Anything relating to school life is eagerly sought. 
Readers a little older ask for “‘railroad stories.’? Books like 
those of Jacob A. Riis and Booker Washington are very popular. 

While fiction leads, as it always does, in all libraries, and 
probably always will, the statistics show increasing interest in 
reading of a more solid character. There are some families 
where a religious book is taken out every week; there are cases 
where only biography and travel are read. 

Progress has been made towards getting complete files of 
the Atlantic, Harper’s and the Granite Monthly, but many num- 
bers as well as whole volumes are still wanting—and wanted, 
and itis to be hoped that those persons who have even odd 
numbers stored away will do the library the favor of donating 
them, a favor sure to be appreciated. 

The statistics of the Children’s Branch Service and the two 
Branch Stations have been furnished by the committee and are 
as follows: 

CHILDREN’S BRANCH SERVICE. 

The fifteen cabinets of books sent out to the schools were 
freshly fitted up at the beginning of the spring term, and again 
at the opening of the fallterm. All fifteen have been in service 
the past year, most of them through the three terms and the 
two long vacations.
